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January County Meetings 


Replies From Convalescent Hospital 
Questionnaire Are Tabulated 


Complete figures showing the 
result of the recent questionnaire 
sent out i by the County of Vulcan 
to the ratepayers regarding a 
Chronic Convalescent hospital were 
tabulated and given-to the coun¬ 
cillors at the council meeting held 
on January 1.3th. There were 38S 
replies received to the question¬ 
naire. out of a total of about 
1,750 which were sent to all the 
ratepayers. The following is the 
result: 


Question No. 1— Do you favor 
the construction of a Chronic Con- 
valescent hospital? —Yes 210, No 
178. 

No. 2— Do you think that the 
County of Vulcan should operate 
this hospital alone? —Yes 59, No 
278. 

No. 3— Do you think that the 
County of Vulcan should join with 
other districts to operate such a 
hospital? —Yes 170, No 150. 

No. 4— Do you think it should 
be operated on a $1.00 per day 
rate with the ratepayers paying 
the balance' out of general reven¬ 
ue? —Yes 156, No 160. 

No. 5— Do you feel that a rate 
of $3.00 or $4.00 per day per resi¬ 
dent in the Convalescent hospital 
would be excessive? —Yes 146, No 
161.. 

No. 6— Have you someone who 
would be a patient at this time? 
—Yes 6, No 342. 

The above figures indicate that 
those answering the questionnaire 
did not take the trouble to answer 
all the questions, as the answers 
do not conform to the number of 
replies received. 

An effort was made at the 
County office to keep track of 
•where the answers came from. It 
is interesting to note thalt 60 re¬ 
plies were received from ratepay¬ 
ers who live outside of the pro¬ 
vince and of these 39 favored the 
construction of a hospital, while 21 
were against it, with 30 favoring, 
the County going in with some 
other district in the building of the 
hospital. There were 92 replies 
mailed in from the Vulcan Post 
Office or handed in personally at 
•the County office. Of this number, 
38 favored the 'construction of a 
Chronic hospital and 24 were a- 
gainst it. 43 favored the County 
joining with another district to op¬ 
erate the hospital. 

Most of the answers from the 
Post Offices other than Vulcan, 
within the County area, indicated 
tha the hospital should not be un¬ 
dertaken by the County alone, and 
also many of these answers were 
against the construction of the 
hospital. 

The councillors were also-im¬ 
pressed with tne very small num¬ 
ber of people who would be pat¬ 
ients in the hospital at this time, 
there being only 6 indicated in the 
replies. 

A number of ratepayers who 
were interested in the question¬ 
naire wrote short letters and com¬ 
ments on their answers and from 
these replies the feeling was ex¬ 


pressed that the undertaking was 
too elaborate and costly. The fig¬ 
ure of $9,000 per bed for the con¬ 
struction cost seemed to scare the 
people generally, also the estimate 
of the cost of operation was deter- 
rant to the building of the hospital. 
Councillors were pleased to receive 
the Information which will be use¬ 
ful in discussing the matter further 
at the forthcoming annual meeting. 

School Committee 

At the meeting of the School 
Committee held on Monday, the 
Committee received a letter from 
the salary negotiating committee 
of the local A.T.A., asking for a 
meeting to consider a new salary 
schedule. The meeting was arrang¬ 
ed to be held at 7:30 p.m. on Mon¬ 
day, Feb. 13tli. 

The Committee passed a motion 
accepting the resignation of Ed¬ 
ward Lowe from the Brant teach¬ 
ing sltaff and- also passed a motion 
to appoint Mrs. Jack Fletcher as 
a temporary teacher, until the end 
of the school term on June 30th. 

A motion was also passed author¬ 
izing the closing of the schools for 
one day during the month of Feb¬ 
ruary for the purpose of holding 
a Teachers Institute in the County. 
The daite of this meeting will be 
announced later. 

The Committee considered a let¬ 
ter from the Lomond Recreational 
Soicety regarding the fixing up .of 
the Lomond playgrounds. 

County Council 

At the County Council meeting 
held on Friday, routine business 
was transacted and a number of 
year-end items dealt with. 

Council passed a resolution to be 
forwarded to the Superintendent 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway Co 
at Lethbridge, urging the company 
to make more boxcars available 
on the Aldersyde line for the 
movement of wheat. 

Council also passed a resolution 
to establish a line of credit for the 
operation of the County until the 
taxes are collected hextt June. 

An Order-In-Council from the 
Provincial Government, including 
that portion of the Indian Reserve 
south of the Bow River into the 
County of Vulcan was read. 

Councillors considered the pur¬ 
chase of additional gravel trucks to 
assist in the forthcoming gravelling 
program. 

It was decided to adjourn the 
meeting until February 20th, at 
which time the gravelling by-law 
will be finally drafted.

Herein are analysed Collections, 
Individual Income Tax, Corporation Income Tax and 
Succession Duties. The 1955 issue has just come to 
hand and, as usual, contains a vast amount of interest 
ting information covering the 1953 taxation year. 

It is interesting to note that 3,389,530 Canadians 
paid income tax during 1953, the average being $388. 
Almost 82% of these tax payers were classified as 
employees who paid more than 73% of all the income 
tax collected. The average taxable income of these 
employees was $3,143 per annum. Medical doctors 
and surgeons'headed the list of income earners with 
an average taxable income of $11,258. These same 
medical doctors and surgeons paid an average income 
tax of $2,572—more than seven times the average for 
all tax payers. 

It is interesting, too, to note that 48,350 fully 
tabulated companies operating in Canada during the 
1953 taxation year 14,378 failed to make a profit. 
Specifically there are 1,588 companies listed under the 
heading Mining, Quarrying and Oil Wells and of this 
number 1,095 operated at a loss during 1953. All of 
which points up the fact that the Canadian economy 
should be called a “profit and loss economy.” 

For all 48,350 companies the average of profit as 
against gross sales or revenue amounted to only 3.7% 
which is exactly the same percentage as for the years 
1952 and 1944. The oft recurring statement that the 
profits of business are out of line does not hold up in 
the light of these figures. In the light of present 
needs for growth in a developing economy an average 
of 3.7% against gross sales or revenue does, indeed, 
seem rather low. —Cdn. Chamber of Commerce. 


Newspaper Comment 

The following are comments from a few Western 
newspapers regarding the proposed legislation which 
would enable the federal government to pay part of 
the cost of carrying prairie wheat stocks: 

The Winnipeg Free Press says that Eastern Can¬ 
ada will regard the proposed $30 million as a handout 
to the prairie farmer and adds . . . the case of the 
farmer is that they ought to be paid for the wheat 
they have grown. They cannot, of course, be paid in 
full before the wheat is moved. They can and should 
get a substantial payment—the $1.25 basis proposed 
in these columns—while the wheat is still on theif 
farms. That is the sound and logical way of dealing 
with the present system, the way that puts cash into 
the farmers’ hands without making him beholden to 
the general taxpayer.” , 

Calgary Herald: “The government being the 
fanner’s sole wheat-marketing agency, has some 
moral responsibility to provide emergency assistance. 
For this reason, the proposal to relieve the farmer of 
storage charges on grain, which he is not allowed to 
market as he sees fit, would seem to be logical—or 
at least morally inescapeable—in the present emer¬ 
gency . . . there is a wheat problem which must be 
solved -but until a solution is found any emergency 
steps to alleviate the farmer's distress must be of a 
temporary nature.” 

Lethbridge Herald: “There will be a roar from 
some quarters over dipping into the treasury for such 
purposes. Let the farmers bear it, they say; it is 
their wheat; why should the taxpayer come to the 
rescue? To those who take this view we suggest that 
farmers are getting far less than their fair share of 
the national income these days . . . Ottawa seems to 
think the burden on wheat growers should be eased 
to some extent. We think most good Canadians will 
agree with Ottawa on that score."

Quest For Improved 
Variety Durum Wheat 

(By W. G. Malaher) 

The hope that one or both ol 
the newly developed rust resistant 
varieties of Durum wheat would 
measure up to Mlndum in macar¬ 
oni making qualities and thus be 
eligible, if licensed, for the top 
durum grades, has not been real¬ 
ized. Thus, regardless of whether 
or riot these varieUes are licensed 
for distribution by the Canada De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, the situ¬ 
ation remains essentially unchang¬ 
ed and the varieties Mlndum, Stew¬ 
art, Carleton and Nugget alofie 
will be eligible to grade No. 1, 2 
or 3 C.W. Amber Durum. Of these, 
Stewart is the only variety grown 
to any extent in Western Canada 
at the present Ume. 

The new varieUes DT 136 and 
DT 137, however, do reflect con¬ 
siderable progress In the produc¬ 
tion of rust resistant Durum wheat 
and they are reported to contain 
several promising lines from which 
it may be possible for plant breed¬ 
ers to derelop consistent with. Can¬ 
ada’s high standard of quality. 

For the time being, and until 
some suitable variety is produced 
that can be safely grown in areas 
subject to rust, the production of 
Durum wheat is likely to remain 
largely centred in southwestern 
Saskatchewan and Southern Alber¬ 
ta. Fortunately In both of these 
areas a good supply of seed, mostly 
of the Stewart variety, is available 
for planting in 1956.

The pellets are free of charge, but 
for the Cyanide guns a deposit 
must be paid at the time of taking 
them out which is returned ait the 
time that they are brought back. 
The baits or shells for these guns 
■ are free.

With ei¬ 
ther-of these methods there is al¬ 
ways the possibility that dogs may 
pick up the poison, so it is well to 
make sure that the dogs are kept 
at home while this material is be¬ 
ing used. All users are required 
to post the premises with signs ~~ 
provided by us stating that poison — 
is being used in a certain area. We ““ 
also carry a small stock of “War¬ 
farin” the latest rat killer. .This 
is ready for immediate use if any 
one should discover a colony of rats 
in the County.

Tillage Still Best For 
Wild Oat Control 

The prevalence of wild oats is 
causing concern to farmer and 
farm scientist alike. Considerable 
effort is going into the search for 
a solution. Chemical and cultural 
ontrol are both receiving attention, 
but tillage remains the befit reme¬ 
dy for the present. 

Four steps for wild oat control 
were recommended by the tillage 
and cropping committee in their 
report to the Western Weed Con¬ 
trol Conference in Edmoniton. Very 
shallow tillage of stubble in the 
fail was the first of these. Then 
followed early spring tillage of 
both summerfallow and stubble to 
provide aeration for wild oat ger¬ 
mination, a second spring cultiva¬ 
tion and delayed seeding to an ear 
ly maturing crop, and harrowing 
Just after the crop has fully emer¬ 
ged. 

Although the best to date, thgre 
were indications that these recom¬ 
mendations are by no means the 
last word. Satisfactory as they are 
in some years, the workers say, in 
others they may be as effective as 
desired. Weather plays an impor¬ 
tant part and there is still much 
to be done in this phase of the 
problem. 

Chemical control of wild oats Is 
the goal of numerous experiments, 
but no satisfactory treatment has 
yet been devised. Until better me¬ 
thods are developed, cultural con¬ 
trol as suggested appears the most 
suitable procedure. 

Shallow cultivation is essential, 
the committee advise. If wild oat 
seeds are buried deeply in ithe soil 
before thoroughly drying they may 
remain dormant for many years. 
Brought to the surface by tillage, 
they then dry out and germinate. 
Because of this danger, deep tillage 
should be avoided. 

Major germination of wild oat 
seeds occurs in the spring, the 
committee report, so it is often 
possible to grow out a crop of wild 
oats by spring cultivation and de¬ 
layed seeding. The effectiveness 
of-the summerfallow operation is 
often lost by seeding too early the 
following spring.
